TO GO UNANSWERED

The United Kingdom government recei 
from its Ambassador in Tehaea a sLinaERhe ne 
communication which it appears was to be transmitted 
to the British, U.S., Russian, French and Chinese goy- 
ernments: 

_For the United Kingdom government to take notice 
of such a manifesto issued by a self-constituted local 
body would, it is felt, be tantamount to interference in 
the internal affairs of Persia whose independence and 
sovereignty the United Kingdom government undertook 
to respect, firstly in the Anglo-Soviet-Iranian Treaty of 
1942, and Secondly, in the Teheran Declaration of 1943. 

It is felt that it behooves the Persian government 
alone to react to the aspirations of the population of 
Azerbaijan whether ventilated through legal on illegal 
processes. The manifesto of the so-called National 
Congres sof Azerbaijan, it is considered, only serves. to 
strengthen British opinion that the Persian government 
should enjoy full freedom of ‘action to deal with such 
problems as may arise in Azerbaijan or any other Per- 
Sian province, It also reinforces British hopes that 
Russian military authorities will place no obstacle in 
the way of the moyement of Persian troops within 
Persia. 
=~ As for constitutional changes such as the question 
of autonomy for a province in which foreign troops are 
stationed, it cam readily be imagined that the Persian 
government would not feel justified in entertaining 
such a possibility so long as foreign troops have not 
been withdrawn. 


JOBS, AND SELECTED JOBS 

The following editorial from the Ottawa Journal, 
November 20, may prove of timely interest to many 
Post readers:

i What this seems to mean is that when people talk 
about a current scarcity of jobs they mean scarcity of 
Selected jobs. A scarcity of the sort of work people 
would like to get if they could get it. 

_ Well, there never has been a: time: in the world’s 

history when there was work for everybody at the sort 
df work everybody wanted, and there-never will be. 
Indeed, in such a world economic and social life would 
Yreak down; there would be nobody to do the hard, 
disagreeable work essential to existence. 
; We can't all choose the posts in life that we would 
like,-even though we may think we could fill them bet- 
ter than those who have them; can’t all crowd the far- 
ney) pastures that look green. Instead, in a world 
yhere most of us have to earn our living by the sweat 
of our brow we must be content with our appointed 
tasks, realizing that life is a procession of second-best 
choices, and realizing most of all that, duty to ourselves 
and our dependents being what it is, any work is better 
than none. 

We hear much these days about. “full employment”. 
That (if it is attainable at all which we doubt) doesn’t 
mean work for everybody at the jobs they like, or a 
home for everybody in the place they like. Full em- 
ployment means‘that people must move to jobs, not 
Jobs to people, and that there must be enough people 
willing to take all the sort of jobs that are offered. In 
a collectivist state, towards which we seem to be mov- 
ing, full employment may even mean that people must 
work at what they are told to work at, where they are 
told to-work, and at what hours and wages.”

A federation of British industries have begun a 
survey of industrial research throughout the country. 
The results are expected to show that British industry 
is carrying out research on a far greater scale than is 
generally realized. 

Questionnaires are being sent to all manufacturing 
concerns Carrying out research and development, and 
tovall research organizations servicing industry, Dr. 
Bard, Secretary of the Industrial Research Committee 
of F/B, says that British industry has become very. 
research-minded. F.B\I. which represents some twenty 
thousand firms is overwhelmed by the demands being 
made on its register of research workers. In addition 
to the I.B.I. Organization there are a number of uni- 
versities’ doing valuable research work for industry. 
while the many groups of research bodies. throughout 
the country include thirty co-operative research asso- 
ciations each working for a group of kindred industries, 

The older industries are as research conscious as 
the newer industries, Carpet manufacturers, for ex- 
ample, now employ research workers to find better 
methods of cleaning and removing stains. Glove manu- 
facturers, tailors and) the craft trades are using research 
more and more,

IS SOVIET RUSSIA DEMOCRACY? 


Is SOVIET 
LEWIS MILLIGAN 

A great change appears to have 
come over Mr. Emest Beyin and 
other leaders of the British Labor 
Party since they have assumed the 
responsibilities of government. 
During the recent three-power 
conference in London Mr. Bevin 
remarked that there was need for 
a new definition of the word De- 
mocracy. Mr. Molotov had used 
the word as applying to the social- 
ist system in Russia, and to the 
method by which he proposed to 
set up the new governments in the 
Balkan siates. Mr. Bevin bluntly 
declared that Soviet Russia was not 
a democracy, and he likened the 
to that of Hitler, 
Mr. Molotoy got up 
and threatened to leave the con-

Mr. Bevin spoke as though he 
had only just discovered that Rus- 
sia was not a democracy. That may 
hhaye been the case, for during the 
general elections the Labor Party 
had capitalized on the popularity 
of Russia, and the chairman of 
that Party had held up Russian 
socialism as a mode] on which 2) 
Labor Government would build up) 
a Socialist State in Britain. But 
when Mr. Beyin, as Foreign Sec- 
retary, came at close quarters with

Russia was not a democracy at ail. 
Mr. Churchill ang Mr. Elden, in 
their dealings with the Soviet] 
leaders, took that for granted and} 
dealt with the situation according- 
ly. 


Tn a recent dispatch from Mos- 
cow, Brooke Atkinson, special cor- 
respondent for the New York 
‘Times, said that in the common use 
of the word democracy the people 
of the United States and the peo- 
ple of Russia do mot mean the 
same thing. “With us in America,” 
said Mr. Atkinson, “democracy is 
a habit of mind as well as a politi- 
cal system. With us it is an expres- 
sion of faith in the principle that 
over a long period of time the peo- 
ple as a whole are able to make 
wiser decisions than their leaders 
—Our Western democracy is flex- 
ible. We can spontaneously over- 
throw a government with a start-

ling speed, as in the Democratic 
revolutioin of 1932, or the Labor 
victory in Britain this year.” 

We can define democracy as 
“That form of government in which 
the sovereignty of the state 1s vesi- 
ted in the people, and excercised 
by them through representative 
institutions.” The Russian social- 
ists may claim that thelr system | 
conforms to that definition. We 
would need to define what we mean 
by “representative institutions.” 
We believe in the rule of the peo- 
| ple as a whole through represen-

freedom of the press, and freedom 
of elections among several parties 
are the essentials of democracy as 
We understand it. 


But those freedoms are not com- 


is that of Soviet Russia or the 
State Socialism which the British 
Labor Party or the ©. C. P. Party) 
have visualized in thelr programs. 
Socialism cannot be put into op- 
eration or maintained without 
some form of dictatorship. If the 
Russian people were to be given 
freedom {s as necessary as the air 
press and freedom of electiions, 
the Soviet Socialist Republics 


jalism may be the very best sys- 
tem for the Russian people: they 
haye never known freedom, and 
they do not miss it. But to the peo- 
ple of the Western democracies 
freedom s as necessary as the air 
they breathe. 

We may admire what a planned 
economy has done to uplift the 
Russian people from the oppres- 
sion of Feudalism, but we left 
feudalism behind Us hundreds of} 
years ago at the signing of the 
Magna Carta, and we haye made 
wonderful progress under our free 
| democratic system. The Russian 
people have profited by that pro- 
| tess and are sharing in our heri- 
|tage. We may learn something 
from their daring experiments. but 
they have more to learn from our 
longer experience of freedom. All 

we progress is toward greater 
| freedom—not away from it, and 
it is for that reason that Soviet 
| Socialism cannot be combined with 
| the political democracy of the Wes- 
tern World.

“Tt is noted, however, that the 
Increase in foxes is not something 
peculiar to Ontario. Many of the 
neighbouring States and ceveral of 
the adjoining Provinces, including 
Quebec and Manitoba, also report 
foxes as being plentiful. It would, 
therefore, be unwise to assume 
tha the pheasant 1s wholly reson- 
sible for the present increase in 
foxes in these regulated areas, just 
as it would be foolish to pretend 
that where pheasants show an ap- 
parant decrease in numbers that 
can be attributed to foxes.” 
“As was said at the beginning, it 
is one of the problems concerning 
which more definite information ‘s 
desirable. There probably are many 


“A few years ago foxes were 
comparatively scarce {n Southern 
Ontario, particularly in the south- 
em Ontario. This rather radi- 
procured by trappers came from 
Northern Ontario, where the wide 
open spaces provide a natural en- 
vironment. For several years, how- 
ever, foxes have been increasing in 
numbers in areas, where but a few 
years ago none were to be found. 
It is reasonable to assume that 
this increase in the fox population 
coincides with an increase in the 
natural food supply upon which 
the fox preys.” 

“Here it should be stated that 
iduring the past decade or so, the 
propagation of the English Ring- 
neck Pheasant and {ts establish- 
ment over an extensive area have 
been prominent features in the 
Department's restocking program. 
Provision has been made for the 
protection of these birds in speci- 
fied townships. As a result of na- 
tural reproduction and the annual 
release of thousands of artificially 
Taised birds in these regulated 
townships, pheasants have become 
quite plentiful.” 

“Following the natural law, this

Potato Storage . 
Care Important 


Toronto,, Nov 29—Proper atten- 
tion to potatoes in storage Is often 
neglected, resulting heavy losses, | 
says R, E. Goodin, potato fieldman ) 
of the Ontario Department of Ag- 
yiculture. Unfayourable storage con- 
ditions, he adds, often cause losses 
in weight, flavour, quality and at- 
tractiveness. These may often by 
overcome by adjusting temperature 
and keeping the proper degree of 
moisture in the alr. By all means, a 
rellable thermometer should be kept 
convenient in ‘the storage room, 

For best results, it is important 
that al) tubers for storage should be 
free from bruises caused by mecani- 
cal injury in digging and handling, 
also disease likely to cause decay. 
For table stock, a temperature of 39 
to 40 degrees is recommended, and 
36 degrees for seed stock. A relative 
humidity of 90 per cent ts advisable,

Two Inquests 
At Haliburton 


Two inqueateee were held in Hali- 
burton Thursday afternoon to in- 
quire into two fatalities which oc- 
cured in Haliburton County during 
the hunting season.

“LOST. DOGS 


“An aftermath of each deer ‘hunt- 
ing season, and one which is yery 
annoying to those mast concerned, 
is, the number of dogs which are 
lost duriig the chase.” an item 
under the above heading in the 
Bulletin of ‘Fhe Ontario Dept. of 
Game and Fisheries which goes 
on to say: i 

“We speak from sad experience, 
because it was our misfortune: dur- 
ing the past season to have the 
two dogs with our party fall to 
return to the camp on the second 
day of the hunt, and we were with- 
out their: services during the re- 
mainder of the period. As a mat- 
ter of fact, only one of them has 
yet been recovered, and that, after 
the party had returned home. The 
disappearance of both dogs at such 
an early stage in the hunt was a 
double blow, because the territory 
we were covering was too tough 
for still hunting; and besides* both 
had been borrowed for the occa- 
sion, and we dreaded the respon- 
sibility of advising the owner that 
both his pets were missing. The 
moral is, don’t borrow dogs for 
your hunting trip, it may turn out 
embarassing. The bureau of mis- 
sing dogs has many such unsolyed 
cases on {ts books, and there are 
few sportsmen who Nave not had 
some experience . with this prob- 
lem. 

“There are many factors which 
contribute to the “disappearance” of 
dogs on the trail-of a deer. . One 
of these Is the extensive territory 
which is sometimes covered by 8 
zealous but frequently untrained 
dog. Such a dog will follow a scent 
all day, travelling long distances, 
and circling back and forward, 
and at the end of the day find it- 
self miles from its own camp, tired 
and near exhaustion from. its ef- 
forts. As requéntly happens, he 
has stumbled across another camp 
of hunters and the members of 
this party seeing his condition, 
feed him and try to make him 
comfortable for the night. That is 
as it should be, but the question 
of ethics now. arises. It must be

the dog belongs to a nearby camp 
and that every effort should Be 
made to return him to his owners. 
There is seldom any thought of 
Tetaining the dog, but frequently 
it s’decided to hold him until biz 
owner can be discovered In the 
meantime, why not use him on 
their own runways?-Next day the 
dog is introduced to new trails, 
and the probability is he will stick 
around his new home for the bal- 
ance of the hunt. The point is 
that if turned loose, instead ‘of 
belg conducted to new territory, 
he might have found his way back 
to his own camp. Such a feat is 
not difficult for a dog. 

“Accidents are also contributing 
factors in’ the disappearance of 
dogs, but they are less frequent 
than might be imagined. There 
are few dogs used in hunting which 
look like a creature of the wild— 
a police dog might readily be taken 
for a wolf, but the use of such dogs 
is prohibited. There would, there- 
fore, be little excuse for the acci- 
dental shooting of a dog in mis- 
take for something else. 

“The proper Identification of 
lost dogs ts mother source of 
tfouble when {t comes to claiming 
ownership. The usual descrip- - 
tions of age, size, kind, colour and 
sex should be sufficient, but it fre= 
quently happens that hese are not 
known wih enough clarity to esta~ 
blish’ positive identity, and ocsca= 
sionaly dogs look enough: alike to. 
cause confusion.” 

“At a Fish and Game Protective 
Association meeting recently this 
matter came up for discussion, and 
it was suggested that uncertainty 
would be eliminated if sportsmen 
who value their dogs--and most 
of them do--would have one of the 
dog’s ears tattooed with a suitable 
mark, as for example, the initials 
of the owner.

Price Control 
And Rationing 
Information 


Typical questions consumers have 
asked the Wartime Prices and 
Board this week 
swered by the Centrnl Ontario 
Consumer Branch Committee. 
@Q—I am a farmer, do I have to 
collect coupons when I sell meat 
to my farmer neighbour, 
A—yYes. Farmers who slaughter 
livestock must collect t coup- 
ons for all the meat they sell. If 
meat is sold to other farmers, the 
rate is one M coupon for every 
4 lbs. of meat even if it Is neces- 
sary to collect couopns not yet 
declared valid. .These coupons 
must be forwarded to the Local 


forced farmers to depend upon 
non-agricultural income to make 
up the deficit. The income from 
other sources ranged from 23 to 31 
per cent of the total income. In 
1936 expenditures on the part of 
farmer owners averaged 841 yen, or 
2.30 yen per day (a yen equals 29 
cents). As these households ayer- 
aged 3 able-bodied adults, the ac- 
tual household expenditure is less 
than one yen per person per day. 
It is only through such small ex- 
penditures that the meager farm 
incomes permit the majority of 
Japanese farmers, to engage in 
farming. 

That agriculture is not suticent 
ly profitable enterprise for most 
Japanese farmers, especially for 
tenants ang part tenants, is fur- 
ther indicated by a statement of the 
Japanese Bureau of Statistics to the 
effect tht the average tenant could 
count upon a surplus only when 
the area of his farm was larger 
than 4-5 acres.

Ontaric hotels during Decem- 
was snnounced yesterday by 
the Ontario Liquor Control Board. 
An official explained that actually 
the hotels of the Province would 
be receiving during December their 
normal beer allotment, since they 
had been enjoying a 20 per cent 
increase over their “basic” quota 
this month. Beer quotas are ad- 
justed monthly. 

Reason for the cut during De- 
cember, according to an official of 
the Liquor Control Board, is that 


many brewerles are carrying out 
much-needed renovation and re- 
pairs, which have been held up 
throughout the war, 


“As soon as the brewerles can 
complete this work and get back 
to regular production the beer 
quota for hotels will be increased-- 
most likely by Jan. 1,” the official 
sald. , 


The decrease in the hotel quota 
wil no* diyert any additional beer 
to warehouses or in any way affect 
individual permit holders, 


SILVERWOOD’S LI 


Toronto Noy. 29—Speclal—Re- 
sults of the Butter Quolity and 
Yeast and Mould Competitions con- 
ducted during the 1945 season by 
the Ontarlo Creamery Association 
in co-operation with the Dairy 
Branch of the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, were an- 
nounced today at the Association's 
Convention in Niagara Falls by J. 
L, Baker, Chief Creamery Instruc- 
tor for the Province, in an address 
outlining the steps leading up to 
the competitons. Entries were re~ 
cefved from 92 creameries, repre- 
senting approximately forty per 
cent of Ontarlo’s butter produc- 
tion. Thirty-three counties were 
represented, entries being received 
from as far north as Rainy River. 
The contest, said Mr. Baker, had 
made buttermakers and Oreamery 
men very enthusiastic with regard 
to improving quality of thelr pro- 
duct. Mr. Baker sald that while in 
Ontarlo last year only 57.98 per 
cent of the butter produced was 
first grade as compared with an 
average of 84.57 per cent for the 
Dominion this year the figure of 
first grade butter for Ontario jump-

The sixth and last article in this 
j series based on interviews with 
Geo, E; Whiton, Supt. of the Fene- 
lon Falls Rural Power District will 
deal with the Commission's method 
of putting the Five-Year Plan into 
action. 


PUTTING THE PLAN INTO 
ACTION 

The full use of Hydro on the 
farm deperids on more than the 
construction of rural lines and in- 
stallation of services. These alone 
will not bring the great benefits 
of electricity to the farmer. It 
must be known where and when 
Hydro service is available, what 
has to be done to obtain it, and 
what is involved in adequately 
wiring the farm and purchasing 
the equipment and appliances 
needed. Information should also 
be readily ayailable on the use of 
equipment that is being considered 
and detailed explanation provided. 
It has always been recognized ‘by 
Hydro that co-operation with the 
farmer will result’ in continued 
progress in rural development. To 
accomplish this, the Commission 
has planned an educational pro- 
| gramme as an integral part of the 
Five-Year Plan to familiarize the 
farmer with the objectives of the 
Plan and its potentialities and to 
assist him in all possible ways to 
obtain the maximum benefits of 
electrification. 


The full co-operation of electri- 
cal appliance dealers and manu- 
facturers, and implement dealers 
and manufacturers and others in- 
terested in rural market will be 
sought. Displays of electrical ap- 
pliances and farm equipment will 
be arranged in rural offices of the 
Commissions, as well as at fairs 
and exhibitions. 


SUPERINTENDENTS AND 

REPRESENTATIVES 
The superintendents responsible 
for individual rural power areas 
have always given willingly of their 
time and experience to assist the 
farmer in solving his electrical 
problems. In most instances, the 
farmer regards the rural superin- 
tendent as his principal consult- 
ant in all matters relating to the 
installation and use of Hydro on 
the farm. The Commission en- 
courages its superintendents to 
give this assistance to rural resi- 
dents, and the farmer is, invited 
to take advantage of the service 
which the superintendent can ren- 
der, 


To complement the work of the 
rural superintendent, it fs planned 
to proyide rural representatives 
whose function will be to contact 
present and prospective Hydro 
users and to advise them on all 
matters pertaining to the use of 
Hydro and electrical equipment on 
the farm, These representatives 
will also be in a position to dis- 
cuss recommendations in regard to 
adequate wiring, In this connec- 
(fon, the Commission plans to in- 
stitute an advisory wiring service 
to assst the farmer in properly 
wirlng his farm. 


DISPLAY COACHES TO BE 
USED 

A number of motor coaches, 
equipped to display and demon- 
strate both home appliances and 
farm equipment will be placed in 
service, These coaches will make 
scheduled appearances in rural dis- 
tricts in every part of the pro- 
vince, or wherever such an acti- 
vity might be called for, The dis-

Advertising in farm newspapers 
and magazines will figure pro- 
minently and will be used to in- 
form rural residents of the advan- 
tages to be found in using all types 
of electrical equipment. Similar 
information will be conveyed 
through the medum of direct mail 
pieces distributed either with 
Hydro bills or by rural mail, The 
reverse side of Hydro bills will pre- 
sent useful messages from time to 
time, Educational literature will 
be prepared and distributed to pre~ 
gent and prospective users of Hy- 
dro. 


SOUND PICTURES 

A series of sound motion pic- 
tures in color is being produced 
to portray the many possible uses 
of electrical equipment on the 
farm, both in the house and in 
the barn. Jt is anticipated that 
the films will be shown at cook- 


outdoor meetings with display 
coaches, rural schools, church or- 
ganizations and farm group mect= 
ings. 


IMPROVEMENTS BEING 
TESTED 

As an indication of the Commis- 
sion's desire to assist in providing 
satisfactory equipment for the 
farm, tests are now being conduct- 
ed on a combination quick freez- 
ing and cold storage unit. The 
information obtained from these 
tests will be made ayailable to 
those interested in the manufac- 
ture of quick freezing and cold 
storage units and should result in 
making available a unit which 
will be economical in operation 
and low in cost, 


Improvements are being made in 
the flat rate water heater. A radi- 
cal new design is being developed 
by the Oommission’s engineers, 
which will provide an adequate 
supply of hot water at a reasonable 
cost, It will also be possible to 
install the new heater with greater 
ease and to make replacements 
quickly and economically. The new 
heater should prove of great 
assistance to the farmer, not only 
in the house, but in the barn and 
other Puildings where large quan- 
titles. of hot water are required. 


RURAL LOANS TO BE REVIVED 
In order to assist’ farmers in pay- 
ing for thelr equipment or appli- 
ances, it {s the intention of the 
Government to make rural loans 
available again. ‘These originated 
in 1930 with the passage of the 
“Rural Power, District Loans Act”, 
‘put were discontinued on October 
ist, 1940, beause of wartime re- 
strictions, With the revival of the 
joans their scope 15 being broad- 
ened to include the financing of 
necessary farm equipment and ap- 
pliances, The interest rate on 
Joans {s\ being reduced from 6 per 
cent to 4 per cent. Through re- 
sumption of the rural loan plan, 
o large measure of assistance will 
be provided particularly to the far= 
mer of modest means by enabling 
him to enjoy the benefits of elec- 
trification while paying for it. 

The five year plan js a cam- 
paign. Its object is to make Hydro 
available to more rural residents 
and to help the farmer in making 
the mort of modern electrical me- 
thods, The fullness of its success 
will depend upon the full co-oper- 
atlon of all parties concerned -- 
the Commission, the farmer and 
the electrical supplier, Hydro will 
do .its part by harnessing the 
horsepower and delivering {t to 
\the farmer, and it will help him

Nothwithstanding the discovery of 
insulin it is only too true that there 
are more diabetics than eyer before 
in history and only too true also 
that at the present rate of increase 
there will be more than ever unless 
something is done about it. That 
something is being done about it is 
seen by the work of H. G. Wells (a 
dabetic) in the helping to organize 
a Diabetic Society in England, the 
advice given by Dr. E, P. Joslin, Bos- 
ton, Professor of Medicine, Harvard 


The Philadelphia Diabetic Assoc- 
jation publishes a journal called the 
Diabetic Digest amd about three 
yeats ago published a most helpful 
booklet called “A Better Life for 
Diabetics”. The booklet points out 
that each passing year brings new 
evidence of the increasing impor- 
tance of diabetics as a public health 
problem in America. “In the latest 
statistics diabetes ranks tenth am- 
ong the causes of death, and it has 
been conservatively estimated that 
there are at least a half million dia- 
betics in the United States to-day”. 

Why has diabetes increased de- 
spite our better knowledge of it and 
the discovery of insulin? 

One reason is that the life span 
of man has been increased by ab 
least 15 years since 1900, and dia- 
betes is a disease of middle and old 
age, Another reason, as far as fi- 
gures are concerned, is that physi- 
cians and patients themselyes, are 
more alert to, or conscious of, dia- 
betes. 

“Diabetes {s unlike any other 
chronic disease into which broad 
group it falls. If recognized early

The ensuing statement which ap- 
pears at the bottom of the indus- 
trial listings may be found of gen- 
eral interest. 
“In the entire industrial history 
of the Town of Lindsay, there 
has never been a strike of any 
kind whatsover and there are no 
Labour Unions organized in any of 
our industries.”

a distance not to exceed 500 feet 
in the business area and 1,000 in 
the outlying sections. 
The letter also set 
definite advantages 
using this system and not relying 
entirely upon telephone communi- 
cation Among the advantages 
were: (1) the avoidance of un- 
necessary loss of time in placing 
the alarm; (2) the elimination of 
the possibility of imaccuracy as to

MONEY VS. CO-OPERATION 
‘ The battle to-day both in the Domestic as well as 
in the Foreign Field is Money vs. Co-operation, 

Trade restrictions between nations breed war. 
They are always born of Money Vs. Co-operation. 

Restrictions in the foreign field always intensify 
war in the domestic field: The Foreign and Domestic 
Fields act and react on one another. 

The National Policy that put Sir John A. Mac- 
Donald firmly in the saddle of Government, owed its 
Jopularity to the demand of citizens to keep the money 
in the country rather than spend it in co-operating with 
other nations. 

; Having “sowed the wind” in money, we are “reap- 
ing the whirlwind” in Domestic War. 

We say this having no political or party bias, that 
we are aware of in the matter. 

England stepped back, when she gave up Free 
Trade, with the demand that England should first 
spend her money on herself. 

The results are becoming evident to-day. 


SHOULD THE RATEPAYERS VOTE ON 

THE SEWAGE DISPOSAL PLANT? 

: Orillia Town Council has just passed a by-law giv- 
ing the ratepayers the privilege of yoting for or against 
the installation of a sewage disposal plant. By this ac- 
tion they have indicated their willingness to consult 
their electors on matters involving large expenditures 
of public money and to be governed by the wishes of 
the people. 

Election time is also approaching in Lindsay and, 
as in the case of Orillia, the Town Council has decided 
that a sewage disposal plant is needed in Lindsay. Sincé 
this plant willl also involve large expenditures of the 
ratepayers’ money it would seem only right that they 
also be given an opportunity to vote for or against the 
project. 

In yiew of the fact that very little work on the con- 
struction of the plant could be done until spring, and 
the close proximity of the election, there would seem 
to be no logical reason for not putting the matter be- 
fore the electors. 

As the ratepayers are now probably aware, Council 
has applied for and received a mandatory order from the 
Department of Health to build this plant. However, 
even this need not hinder the council placing the mat- 
ter before the people because no specific time for the 
commencement or completion of the plant was desig- 
nated in the order. 

If the ratepayers of Lindsay feel that they should 
not-be denied the privilege of -determining Council’s 
course of action on this important matter they should 
feel free to make their desires known. 

Council meets again on Monday night and if it is 
the desire of the people to have a vote on this project 
the most likely way of achieving this end would be to 
tell them so. A deputation of ratepayers present at 
this meeting would undoubtedly have a profound influ- 
ence in bringing this about. If this course of action 
were not feasible a signed petition tabled with the mem- 
pee would be another method of making their desires 

own. 


FIRE ALARM BOXES SHOULD BE 
RETAINED AND INCREASED 

It may come as a surprise to many citizens of Lind- 
say residing in that area south of Russell St. that there 
are no fire alarm boxes in this section. This is a ser- 
ious situation indeed and might easily prove disastrous 
should fire break out in one of the homes situated in 
the area referred to, which is perhaps one of the most 
densely populated zones of the entire community. 

| Town Council is currently giving serious considera- 
tion to doing away with all fire alarm boxes within the 
confines of the corporation. They contend they are too 
costly for the amount of service they render. The cost 
of maintaining the system on the present scale is only 
566 *:-yearly or one-fiftieth the cost of the average home 
in Lindsay. This means in effect, that if one home worth 
53,300 were saved through the functioning of the sy- 
stem it would merit its upkeep for 25 years. 

That this system should not be done away with but 
on the contrary should be extended is stressed in the 
following excerpts from a letter received by Council 
from the Canadian Underwriters’ Association, expert 
consultants on matters of this kind, persuant to a let- 
ter written them by Council saying they were consider- 
irs discontinuing the service. 

We quote from their letter: “This Association would 
not be in favor of the proposal, for in our opinion a fire 
alarm telegraph system is the most reliable system 
of transmitting alarms. There can be no doubt that 
the small number of alarms received in Lindsay from 
the ‘alarm boxes is in part due to the inadequate num- 
ber of the boxes; according to our records there are only 
11 boxes altogether in the town and none in the exten- 
Sive area south of Russell St. If you will refer to the 
Association’s reports on the fire protection in Lindsay 
you will find that we have recommended that alarm 
boxes be spaced so that to reach one it will not be ne- 
cessary to travel more than 300 feet in the business sec- 
tion, 500 feet in built-up residential sections and 1,000 
feet in the outlying sections ” 

The Association's letter then proceeded to point 
out five advantages of a standard fire alarm system, 
(all of them important and unexaggerated) and three 
disadvantages in the use of the public telephone as the 
sole means: of transmitting fire alarms. The latter 
three read as follows: (a) Loss of time in getting into 
communication with the fire hall; (b) The possibility 
of inaccuracy in the location given by the sender, (for 
example on account of being excited), or in the location 
as understood by the member of the fire department 
who receives the alarm, 

{c) Temporary suspension of service by the ex- 
change operators during electrical storms. 

With these facts clearly before them it would seem 

Council would do well to act on the advice of the Asso- 
ciation and rather than give further thought to dispen- 
sing with the system, extend it so as to give adequate 
protection to the citizens. 
; The red scourge of fire has taken a heavy toll of 
life and property during recent times and for a muni- 
cipality to give the residents thereof anything short of 
Beas protection against it, would be courting dis- 
aster: 

Recently Canada observed “Fire Prevention Week”. 
The purpose of this was to make people ‘fire conscious’ 
and to induce them to take steps to provide complete 
protection (a) against their outbreak and (b) for their 
confrol in the event they do break out. 

Lindsay in the past has experienced many serious 
conflagrations—-perhaps they could have been avoided 
if Dpeventbiye and protective measures had been suffi- 
cient.

If it were possible in Canada to keep birds on range 
outside in direct sunlight all the year, artificial light 
would not be a factor of so much importance. When, 
however, it is necessary to confine the birds to the house 
for about six months of the year the use of artificial 
light during the short dull winter days is a sound and 
helpful practice, he emphasizes. 

There are several functions associated with the 
beneficial use of lights in the hen house that are not 
generally recognized. Using lights to increase egg pro- 
duction has long been a sound, economical practice with 
the progressive poultryman, generally under the impres- 
sion that the longer feeding period allows for a greater 
consumption of food and the greater yields of eggs is 
the natural consequence. 

Without doubt the increase in the amount of feed 
consumed is a contributing and important factor in in- 
creasing the egg yield out the true function of the light 
is believed to be the stimulating effect that it has on 
certain glands that play their part in the process of 
ovulation and more eggs are laid and agreater appetite 
develops as a result of ‘his stimulus. 

Due to this all round action there is also a better 
resistance to disease and a higher fertility in the eggs 
that are used for reproduction, all important economic 
features that follows the application of lights in moder- 
ation. 

During the fall, winter and early spring the active 
feeding period should be extended by the lighting to 
about 14 hours each day. Longer periods are likely to 
offset the advantges to some extent It has been found 
by research at the Experimental Station at Harrow that 
longer periods of light had a tendency to increase 
broodiness. As a general rule two 60-watt lights are 


required for 400 square feet of floor space and a reliable 
time clock with timing resistance should be used to en- 
Sure regular intervals of roosting and feeding.

It's interesting to call the roll of 
spices and see from what part of 
the plant they come. Let/s do it 
with just a few. For instance, gin- 
ger is a root, while cinnamon is a 
bark. We use the seeds of mus- 
tard and of celery for seasoning. 
But clover are flowerbuds, and 
peppercorns really are the fruit of 
the plant. Of course, for leaves, 
you think right off of mint. . or 
sage. Dried spices keep for a long 
time if you store them away from 
the air.

Lighting Aids 
Pupils’ Vision 


The story of how eye trouble 
among Texas schon) children was cut 
jin half in some cases and almost 
entirely eliminated in others by 
modern lighting and decorating in 
test classrooms is told in Better 
light Better Bight News. The re- 
view of the Texas experiment shows 


“| that nutritional and chronic infec- 


fon maladies of children also were 
| drastically cut. 

The story starts back in 1829 when 
school authorities found that 59 
per cent of children in the element- 
ary schools were suffering from eye 
| defects or varlous disturvances that 
| were affecting or distorting thetr 
visual sensatin. Even more import- 
ant was the fact that the incidence

| In the experiment which followed, 
21 classrooms in the test school 
| Were rearranged and redecorated so 
hat the attractively painted walls 
and fixtures would supply 2 better 
distribution of natural light. Cream 
| and white were the dominant shades 
used in the new color scheme. 

The tests showed two things — 
first that the amount of natural 
light wag increased greatly by the 
redecorating plan: and second, that 
the rate of eye defects and other 
ailments among the children was 
drastic My cut as a result. 

It was found by photomeric meas- 
urements, for instance, that the 
horizontal intensities of light which 
previously had run from 25 foot_ 
|candles at the windows down to 5 
foot candles at the inner wall were 
increased to 42 foot-candles at the 
windows and 19 foot-candles at the 
inner wall.

‘ WASHINGTON, Dec. 11; Vast. 
expansion in every fleld of medi- 
cal.sclence awaits the lifting of 
military. security restrictions and 
the determination by Congress of 
future policy on atomic energy 
research, Nuclear energy — holds 
great’ promise of relieving disease 
and human suffering, 

>This doesinot mean that atomic 
pills wilt soon be available on every 
drugstore counter-to cure eyery ail- 
ment from dandruff to athlete's 
toot. For a long time the use of 
Muclear energy in medicine will 
be confined to research laboratories 
‘or to clinics and the big hospitals 
with highly trained staffs. 

‘Atomic energy is chiefly a re- 
search ‘instrument. It will be used 
to study body functions and to 
gain a better \nderstanding of the 
nature of diseases, It has no di- 
rect curative-power, at this time. 

Development of this new medi- 
cal science may take 10 to 20 
years, says Col. Stafford L, War- 
ren, chief of the medical section 
of the Manhattan District, which 
developed the bomb. 

C.lonel’ Warren in civil life is 
professor of radiology of the Uni- 
versity of Rochester College of 
Medicine. On -the atomic bomb 
project he was' responsible for all 
the health problems of the people 
who worked on the bomb and their 
families. The medical research on 
nuclear energy released in the 
making of the- bombs was organiz- 
ed under his direction. 

It began as a big problem in 
preventive medicine. Radiations 
from the release of nuclear en- 
ergy can be ‘extremely dangerous. 
They are like X-rays. If the hu- 
man body is  over-exposed to 
them, serious injury will result. 
Reproductive organs may be ster- 
flized and even death may be 
caused. — i eras 


SPECIAL LABORATORIES | . 
One of the primary research 
problems was to find out how 
much shielding the atomic piles 
would requfre to make’ them thor- 


cughly safe for workers in the 
plants, Dr, Robert Stone and his 
group at the ‘University’ of Chi- 


cago “worked ‘out the safety factors 
for these operations. 


Because only small quantities 
of uranium -had.been used before, 
in the céramics industry, little 
Was known about the effects of 
uranium dust on the blood, the 
lungs, the kidneys. yh? 


Several hundred young doctors, 
biologis's and chemists, along with 
a few older and more experienced 
heads, had to*be recruited to con- 
duct this research. -They are the 
mén to whom civilization owes a 
big debt for breaking the frontiers 
across these’ new. fields of medi- 
cine. Their work was carried on 
at special health laboratories con- 
hected with the Clinton Engineer 
Works’ at Oak Ridge. Tenn, at 
Newark, Del:, and in the medical 
Tesearch centres at Columbia, Ro- 
chester, Chicago. and California 
universities. 

First, the laboratories carried on 
thefr experiments on rabbits, 
mice, guinea pigs, dogs and even 
on flies. Some of the animals, as 
controls, lived lives carefully guard- 
ed against uranium dust and nuc- 
lear’ energy radiations.

GREATEST HEALTH PROJECT 

The combined work of the sey- 
eral hundred doctors, biologists 
and chemists assigned to medical 
research projects in the atomic 
bomb deyelopment represents the 
greatest health project ever un- 
dertaken. It showed how medical 
research should be carried out to 
achieve results quickly. Instead of 
a single research fellow doing @ 
few lone wolf experiments a year 
on insufficient grants of money 
from foundations, there were com- 
plex experiments conducted jointly 
by specialists in several related 
fields. 

In two years, working in this 
way, they learned more about the 
use of radio-actiye materials in 
medicine than had been learned 
in the previous 30 years or more. 

Yet their work had just begun, 
and it is in danger of being seri- 
ously interrupted. The young doc- 
tors and Ph.D's. want to get back 
to teaching, private research and 
private practice, What is needed 
is a decision by Congress on how 
nuclear research is to be control- 
led. And appropriations of perhaps 
several million dollars a year are 
needed to complete the Tesearch 
just’ begun. 

The quantity of material with 
which the laboratory technicians 
deal is - sub-microscopic. 
weigh it out in terms of micro- 
grams. A microgram is a millionth 
of'a gram, and it takes 28 grams 
to’ make- an avoirdupois ounce. 
Figure it out.

This particular use of radio- 
activated {ron made possible the 
war-time research on the preser- 
yation of whole blood.

But 
this Is a delicate treatment and 
doses must be calculated with pre- 
clsion.

Dr. Louis Hemplemann, who. was 
in charge of the medical work at 
the Los Alamos laboratory where 
the atomic bomb was assembled, 
had before the war used radio~ 
active materials in the treatment 
of mouth tumors. With the tracer 
technique thoroughly explored, it 
may be possible to introduce small 
amounts of rad{o-active materials 
into the body so that they will be 
carried by normal body processes 
to a particular spot and in the ex- 
act intensity needed. 

People usually think of cancer 
as the million dollar mystery dis- 
ease that needs a cure, but can- 
cer is only one, afliction that 
needs attention. Arthritis, for in- 
stance, is much. more common and 
causes much more suffering.

When you get the right amount 
of uranium in ;the pile, uranium 
neutrons are released and go scoot-~ 
ing out in all directions, at terrific 
speed. They are slowed down by 
the graphite--the / moderators. 

These neutrons are uncharged 
particles about one ten-thousandth 
the size of the atom. The neutrons 
may be obtained only when the 
nucleus of the atom disintegrates. 
Once that can be made to happen, 
however, the neutrons are freed 
and they travel at terrific speed. 
They are slowed down by the gra- 
phite--which is the moderator--so 
that a part of them will collide 
with other atoms and bust them 
up. That's your chair reaction. 

This reaction can be controlled 
by inserting in the pile strips of 
cadmium or boron steel. Both of 
these metals will absorb neutrons 
and stop the reaction. To start 
the reaction, the strips are pulled 
out of the pile by remote control. 
The whole pile must be shielded 
to keep the neutrons and other 
radio-active rays from getting out- 
side where they! hurt somebody. 

In making plutonium for atomic 
bombs, the uranium chain reaction 
was allowed to continue until the 
uranium was figuratively “burned 
out” and the pile was poisoned. 
It then had to be recharged with 
uranfum for another recation. 

In converting this combination 
into a power producer, instead of j 
s plutonium producer, the whole 
works must be redesigned so that 
the pile won't burn itself up. 
That's the problem the engineers 
and scientists are now working on 
in trying to make an atomic pile 
that can compete economically 
with coal, water power, or the in- 
ternal combustion engine. 

The problem is an engineering 
problem--not a problem in nuclear 
physics. And the energy that is 
in the atomic bomb can never be 
harnassed or slowed down 50 that | 
it will be used to produce power. 
The pile and the bomb are entirely 
different things.

COD LIVER OIL TO PREVENT 
RICKETS 

& Physician in charge of an out 
patient clinic of a Jarge hospital 
stated that so effective is cod liver 
oil in the prevention of rickets that 
 Tarely sees a case of rickets in 
his clinic. A British visitor to 
jthat city likewise remarked the 
absence of “rickety” children. Un- 
fortunately tickets, though not as 
common as some years ago, is still 
a@ problem and Particularly during 
; the War when so much cod liver 
oil was needed by the Armed For- 
ces and civilians alike, In rickets 
there is enlargement of the long 
bones, bones are soft from lack of 
lime (calcium) and so deformities 
occur. There is thin blood, bead- 
ing ‘little bony lumps) at @ront 
end of ribs caused by overgrowth 
of cartilage, flat chest. 

In Archives of Diseases of Child- 
hood, London, Dr. D. Krestin dis- 
cusses results of the routine ad- 
ministration of cod liver oil con= 
taining 600 to 800 international 
units in a level teaspoonful for the 
protection against rickets, and of 
cod liver oil and a more concen- 
; trated preparation of Vitamin D) 
for children actually suffering with 
rickets. 

Of a series of children under 
twelve months not receiving Vita- 
min D, two-thirds developed rick- 
ets whereas In a similiar series be- 
tween 1 and 2 years of age, about 
1 in 10 developed rickets. Children 
over 2 years all remained free of 
rickets during six months obser- 
vation. Thus, of those who did not 
receive Vitamin D, 2 of every 3 
under 12 months developed rickets, 
1 in 10 between 1 and 2 years of 
age age, and none between 2 and 
3 years of age. Of this children

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TAKE AN INTEREST IN MUNICIPAL _ 
YOU PAY THE BILLS! Magee 

_Ald. Ferguson speaking to members of Council at 
their last committee meeting of the year on Monday 
expressed his regret at what he termed “the apparent 
indifference of ratepayers on matters of municipal im- 
portance”, 

Perhaps it is that ratepayers think they would find 
attending Council meetings a very drab and colorless 
pastime and therefore refrain from forming the habit. 
If such is the case it would probably come as a surprise 
to many people that they are for the most part the very 
opposite, especially since matters dealt with by Council 
either directly or indirectly affect each and every one 
of the town’s residents. 

The meeting Known as the Statutory Meeting of 
Council which will be 1eld this coming Saturday night 
is probably one of the most interesting of the entire 
year. This year it will be especially so since further 
discussion is going to cake place on the feasibility or 
otherwise of giving the ratepayers a vote to determine 
whether or not they fayor an expenditure of something 
over $100,000 for a sewage disposal plant and inciner- 
ator. This and other matters which will probably be 
brought up would undoubtedly provide interesting lis- 
pens for the ratepayers of the town and citizens gen- 
erally. 


THE NEW OUTLOOK IN BRITISH INDUSTRY 

_ The Annual Report of the Chief Inspector of Fac- 
tories, Sir Wilfrid Garrett, published on 30th November 
calls attention to important developments in the work- 
ings of British industry. Though the war inevitably 
caused a deterioration of plant and buildings it also saw 
an extensive scrapping of old machines, the introduc- 
tion of new machines and precesses on an enormous 
Scale, and—-perhaps the greatest change of all—a change 
of outlook of all interested parties resulting in a broad- 
ening of the basis of collaboration between employers 
and management. ‘ 
WORKERS SHARE IN FACTORY PLANNING 

The report says: “The new outlook on labour or 

personnel management is the outcome of this new atti- 
tude. Many Works Committees are being established 
and the workers are claiming and obtaining a greater 
voice in the control of the conditions of their work. The 
closer collaboration between management, trade 
unions and workers on the floor of the shop is pointing 
to a new era when workers will exercise an effective 
superysion over conditions of their employment.” These 
Works Committees consider the questions of policy re- 
lating to working conditions, safety, health and medical 
services, welfare, benevolent and hospital funds, war 
Savings, certain aspects of education, discipline and gen- 
eral grievances. The report says: “the biggest single 
contribution made by these committees is undoubtedly 
the improvement in the atmosphere within the Works 
and the ease with which the changes to new processes 
and new methods can be carried through when the 
reasons are fully discussed and explained.” 
LEADING FIRMS SUPPORT THE 
NG SCHEME 

_ The report records an increased attention to the 
training of new entrants and of supervisors. In this 
connection it is interesting to recall that the Ministry 
oi Labour inaugurated a “training in industry” scheme 
in 1944 to train supervisors in industry by giving thém 
a week's intensive training in each of four programmes: 
the technique of job instruction, job relations, job me- 
thods and programme development. Several thousand 
Supervisors and foremen have now completed part of 
this course. The great importance of continuing this 
scheme has been represented to the Minister of Labour 
by an influential group of firms, including Courtaulds 
Ltd., Crittall Manufacturing Co. Ltd., General Electric 
Co. Ltd., Hoovers Ltd., Imperial Chemical Industries 
Ltd., Kodak Ltd., Murphy Radio Ltd., Reckitt and Col- 
man Litd., and Rowntree and Co. Ltd. In urging the 
continuance of the scheme which the Ministry of La- 
bour strongly favours, these and other firms associated 
with them stated: “Many feel that the four programmes 
offered are the most stimulating experience that has 
been available to industry for many years.” 


NOT THE REAL ISSUE 

When Town Council spurned a motion sponsored 
by Ald. Ferguson at their Saturday night meeting which 
would have given the ratepayers an opportunity to have 
voted for or against a sewage disposal plant for Lindsay 
it was obvious that it wasn’t solely the matter of letting 
the people vote which was worrying members. 

To an observer it appeared that what they really 
were airaid of was acknowledging that they were wrong 
in ever having obtained a mandatory order to build the 
plant without having first gained the popular support 
of the people. Now that they have secured this of their 
own volition they would ask the ratepayers to believe 
that they wouldn’t want them to vote on this issue with- 
out being in full possession of the facts as to cost, etc. 

It would seem only reasonable to assume that if 
what they now say is true they would have taken steps 
to have avoided committing themselves in any way be- 
fore first ascertaining the full story and passing it along 
to the people for popular approval or rejection as the 
case might be. 

Mayor Lamb and Ald. Ferguson are to be commend- 
ed for their willingness to admit that they were possibly 
a little hasty but were ready to make the best of a bad 
situation by letting the people at least express their 
opinion and going on from there. 

For some reason which they did not wish to make 
clear, the majority of members were desperate in their 
efforts to keep the matter off the ballot at this time. 
It may have been the expected cost or it may be just 
plain fear of having the issue defeated. Whatever it is 
the ratepayers should expect to be given a vote on the 
issue immediately complete costs and details are avail- 
able and before the work is proceeded with in any way. 
As it now stands this Council has purchased a tract of 
land which may never be used and it would seem like 
fon business to continue along these lines without 

owing where it will end. 

Ratepayers may also wish to consider the feasibility 
of replacing several members of the present council 
who are apparently not willing to expedite their wishes 
with possible new candidates who would be anxious to 
consult them on matters of municipal importance be- 
fore getting involved in extensive undertakings.

Don’t Forget Carrots 
Dicing root vegetables cuts cook- 
ing time and saves food values. 
And there's plenty of food value 
in carrots. The orange color tells 
you they are storehouses of valu- 
the substance our 
bodies magically turn into vitamin 
A. That's the vitamin needed for} 
normal eyesight in dim light and} 
one of the vitamins needed for 
growth, and tor healthy teeth, 
bories and nerves. Carrots are so 
plentiful now that wise home- 
makers are serving them raw and 
cooked, in as many interesting 
ways as they can find. It you've 
never served carrots in parsley but- 
ter, you might like to give them a 
try. After you've washed and 
scraped the carrots, you cut them: 
in slices or dice them. Then you 


cook them as usual in a small 
amount of boiling salted water. 
Just until they're tender. That 


usually takes from ten to fifteeen 
minutes (not more). When they're 
done, you add butter, lemon julce, 
and finely chopped parsley. As to 
proportions, you can figure on four 
tablespoons of the fat to eight or 
ten medium-sized carrots and 
about two tablespoons of lemon 
juice and one of parsley. Speaking 
of cubing again, diced carrots go 
well with green peas.

After ten periods of instruction 
a cadet is considered safe for his 
first solo, an experience, he is given 
to understand, that is comparable 
to going over Niagara In a barrel. 
Mr. Glossup abandoned the rough 
and ready tactics of initiation and 
conscientiously pointed me for the 
Great Day. Little by little confi- 
dence returned. By the second 
flight I was sitting securely in the 
cockpit without clawing at the up- 
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“i'm up for my solo, sir.’” 


holstery, and on the third I opened 
my eyes. Relations between myself 
and the plane, however, never 
amounted to anything like boon 
companionship. Mutual trust was 
Jacking. For my part, I always 
suspected the assembled nuts. and 
bolts, and if the airplane had any 
sense it watched me like a hawk. 

Landings were the first obstacle. 
The procedure was to take off, and 
make a climbing turn to the right 
or left in accordance with the course 
rules, level off at five hundred feet, 
cut the throttle at the runway’s 
end, make a gentle approach and 
land. We had not been five minutes 
in the air on the first instruction 
when Mr. Glossup called over the 
gosport: ‘All right, keep the air 
speed constant, keep the wings 
level, and don’t cross the controls. 
You got it!’ he cried, waving his 
hands over his head. 

Judging from this madcap gesture 
that nobody was at the helm, I 
grabbed the stick and stepped on 
the right rudder as if it were a poi- 
sonous spider. The plane skidded. 

“Just fly the machine. Don’t 
sprain it,’ called Mr. Glossup. 

I could maintain something like 
level flight for a while, but then a 
wing would dip and the plane would 
edge slyly off to one side. It was 
disconcerting to have the controls 
at my beck and call and yet have 


no influence over the proceedings. 
I felt like a governess of faulty 
character victimized by hellion 
charges who have discovered their 
keeper's blind spot and fiendishly 
exploit the advantage. When I 
banked to the right, the plane went 
thirty degrees past my intention. 
The altimeter registered alternate 
gains and losses in altitude. I 
might as well have been on the 
Magic Carpet. 

“Watch the wings. Keep them 
level with the horizon,” criticized 
Mr, Glossup. 

I evened the wings. 

“God, the air speed,"’ he snapped. 

The indicator represented the air 
speed in the dangerous red segment 
as fifty-five knots. I dropped the 
nose and thrust the throttle for- 
ward. 

“Seventeen hundred r.p.m.’s is 
ample,’’ said the Voice. ‘You seem 
determined to ruin this engine 
for the better student who will 
follow you. Now will you look at 
the wings? Didn’t I just explain 
about the wings? Use your head,"” 
he implored. 

I could have managed with an- 
other pair ‘of hands and feet, but 
it was so hard to get extra help 
in those days. 

“Cut your gun,” he moaned, 
“Cut your gun. We'll be over the 
Navy Yard, and they shoot'at you.” 

I followed instructions to the let- 
ter and banked sharply to compen- 
sate for errors. 

“Fine, oh fine!’' the Voice chided. 
“Wrap us up tight. We are two 
hundred feet above the ground and 
you wrap us up in a knot. Bundles 
for hell.” 

After some uncertainty we 
straightened up over the runway. 
I forced the descent by pointing 
the nose down. 

“How deep do you Intend to bury 
us this time?'"’ asked Mr. Glossup 
in a resigned Oriental tone. 

It was too late to make any 
changes. The plane hit the ground 
as if it had been pushed off a cliff. 

“Oh!" groaned Mr. Glossup. 

The plane leaped into the air like 
a stricken thing and then fell back. 

“Myl"’ groaned Mr. Glossup. 

The plane bounced up once more 
and then came to a final rest. 

“Lord!"’ breathed Mr, Glossup. 

I opened the throttle and pre- 
pared to take off again, 

“This is an airplane, not a yo-

The plane staggered and swerved, 

“And these pilgrimages of yours 
on the runway! When day is done 
you may inspect every inch on your 
hands and knees, In the meantime 
I advise something simple in a 
straight line.’” 

Day after day this routine was 
repeated as I groped for the ‘‘feel’’ 
of flying. Most of the others caught 
on rapidly. Tim Carpenter referred

The day for my first solo arrived 
at 5 a. m., like all the other days. 
It had unconsciously developed tre- 
mendous importance. All the let- 
ters from home ended with “‘Love, 
and have you soloed yet?’ Aunt 
Mab always wrote that after she 
“recently talked to your mother,” 
and she was constantly under the 
impression that I was about to solo. 
Mother had commissioned me be- 
fore I left. Now on the eve of the 
Big Game there was an ominous 
telegram of good cheer from 
Father. 


“Best of luck, son. Everybody 
here hopes you make it.’”” 

The message was apprehensive. 
There seemed to be some doubt in 
the family whether or not the third 
generation could drift around by 
itself in the ether. 

Before we left for the field, Chief 
Connolly, a kindly man with six 
service stripes who lectured us in 
the theory of flight, called me aside, 
“Son, I see you're up to solo,” he 
smiled. ‘Next to your wedding 
night,” he said, moving closer, “‘it’s 
the greatest thrill of your life.” 

Although the Chief had never 
flown in his long rich career, he 
had insisted on this bizarre com- 
Parison all through his course. I 
often speculated on the aeronauti- 
cal nature of his nuptials, which 
must have taken an odd *bird-like 
turn. 

Members of the class were free 
with their best wishes, and each 
poured adyice over me like lini- 
ment, Evidently Mr. Glossup had 
advanced the opinion that his stu- 
dent was no Rickenbacker and that 
even if I managed to get up in the 
air, I should come down like a 
rock. Tim Carpenter generously 
demonstrated the technique of 
“trottling.”” Red Run and Johnny 
Barker made pretty speeches on 
Death, (Outlining the great advan- 
tages it offered young men otf 
twenty-two, and closing on a fa- 
talistic ‘‘If-it's-your-turn” note, 

I was in the afternoon wing that 
week. By the time we were all 
gathered at the field the tension 
was strong enough to swing on. 
I fidgeted in front of the assign- 
ment board until the second period, 
which was scheduled to go up at 
three-thirty, and then started down 
the line to the plane, number two- 
ninety-six. On the way I passed Mr. 
Glossup. 

“Where are you going?” 
asked, 

“I'm up for my solo, sir,'’ I said. 

“My gosh!'’ he muttered. He 
walked away, taking extra large 
steps which soon developed into a 
trot, When last seen he was run- 
ning for the officers’ ready room. 
I could see him making all the ar- 
rangements, passing his hat, call- 
ing the florist. The maestro was 
a very considerate man. 

Reaching the plane, I smiled thin- 
ly at the mechanic and made a pre- 
cautionary investigation of the 
plane. Finally convinced that all 
was “according to Hoyle,’’ I taxied 
gingerly out to the runway strip. I 
looked up at the tower—somebody 
waved—locked the tail wheel, ap- 
plied full ‘‘trottle,’’ and put in a 
rush call for Saint Jude, The plane 
left the ground as it was supposed 
to, and I headed for the hinterlands. 
If I was coming down like a rock, 1 
was coming down unobserved in 
the country as a gentleman should.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 13: Atomic 
energy needs a tremendous amount 
of popular debunking before Its 
peace-time applications can be 
appreciated and correctly under- 
stood. 

All the awe-struck experts who 
dished into print after the first 
atomic bombs dropped haye con- 
tributed an entirely false notion on 
what atomic energy can be made 
to do. 

Such ideas as “a lump of coal 
the size of a pea could drive an 
automobile around the world” have 
caught on, and today many people 
believe them. 

These statements may be true, 
theoretically, but practically they 
are not. They would be true if 
all the atomic energy in a pea- 
sized lurnp of coal could be releas- 
ed and controlled. Practically, 
something less than one one-thou- 
sandth of this energy can be har- 
nessed it the light of today’s 
crude knowledge. But even so this 
one one-thousandth part of the 
energy is an efficient power source. 
Dr. Karl T. Compton has sum- 
med up this whole situation neatly 
in saying that though the atomic 
energy in one pound of uranium 
is equal to the energy obtained 
from burning 1,000 tons of coal 
under a boiler, still atomic energy 
will be no good in a kitchen stoye. 
Using today's normal uranium 
for fuel, an automobile would have 
to be about 50 to 100 yards long 
before it could carry an atomic 
“pile” from which energy could 
be obtained to make it go. 

First, the pile would have to be 
shielded so that none of the radio- 
active rays got out of the mechan- 
ism to kill the driver and all the 
cows, chickens and people the 
automobile passed by. This shicld-

Jent of two to three feet of solid 
steel. It would therefore be impos- 
sible to build a pile weighing much 
less than 60 tons, To haul the pile 
would therefore take the tires and 
the road-space of fiye 10-ton 
trucks.

Not only that, but-even after 
the pile 1s loaded on the chassis of 
the atomic auto, engines to use the 
atomie energy must be devised. All 
the pile could do is heat water in 
a boiler, converting it to steam to 
drive the auto engine. Or else 
the heat generated by the pile 
would have to be used to drive a 
turbine, as in the jet engine.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14; More 
than 5000 new products and pro- 
cesses of immediate use to indus- 
try all oyer the world, were deye- 
Joped on the atomic project, say 
engineers of the M. W. Kellogg Co, 
of New York, It was a non-profit 
subsidiary of Kellogg--the Kellox 
Corporation--which recruited en- 
gineers from everywhere in the 
United States to design and put in 
operation the 500 million dollar 
gaseous diffusion plant for the 
separation of uranium at Oak 
Ridge, Tenn. 

When the Kellogg company was 
asked to tackle this job, its engin- 
eers had never heard of uranium 
235. Wha they built in two years 
was a 600 acre plant on which are 
some 70 buildings, the principal 
one a U-shaped affair housing the 
largest continuous chemical process 
in the world, It employs more 
pumps, more power, more instru- 
ments, more people than had ever 
been assembled in one factory be- 
fore, ‘The plant {s still in opera- 
tion and ‘will be continued as the 
princip:1 uranium production unit, 
making the stuff that will fuel the 
piles. 

Enginecrs drawn from many 
industries put together this plant. 
When they return to their pre-war 
jobs they will take with them a 
wealth of experience and know- 
how that will be passed on to all 
industry when licenses for use of 
the new processes are granted by 
the U.S, government, which now 
holds everything in secret. Un- 
questionably, the atomic bomb pro- 
ject was the greatest technical 
school in the world’s history, 

Here are just a few of the 
things it taught--not theories but 


practical ideas that can be used 
tomorrow:

To handle this witch's brew, 
atandard pies, valves, pumps, pack- 
ing, heat exchangers, cooling ap- 
paratuc, end the usual tolerances 
of high pressure and vacuum leaks 
were no good. Engineers there- 
fore had to develop new coatings 
that would plug up the microscopic 
pores and be proof against corro- 
sion, 

NEW INDUSTRY BORN 

Here was born a new industry 
that will be a boon to all chemical 
plants using hard-to-handle ma- 
terials. And now that fhese che- 
micals can be controlled with 
safety, they will be used increas- 
ingly In such industries as petrol- 
eum refining, aluminum, rubber, 
and dye production and refrigera- 
tion. 

In another direction, new ma- 
terials for porous barriers had to 
be discovered, The requirement 
was for a material that would 
have billions of holes of uniform 
size, all smaller than four ten- 
millionths of an inch in diameter, 
This is about one ten-thousandth 
of the thickness of an ordinary 
sheet of writing paper. Acres of 
this material were needed, and 
the stuff had to be of such quality 
that the holes wouldn't plug up:

DON'T DOCTOR YOURSELF! 

What usually happens, however, 
is that the young executive consti- 
tutes himself his own physician. 
He attributes his fatigue to pres- 
sure of work and lack of physical 
fitness, instead of to a poor modo 


of life.. A tendency to obesity pro- 
bably convinces him that hé Is 
overweight and that he should 


train himself to the condition of 
his college days. He goes in for 
strenuous physical exercise, at ir- 
yegular intervals, at the various 
clubs to which an enhanced income 
now enables him to belong. 


He applies himself at handball 
or golf, or some other form of 
athletics, with the assidulty of his 
younger days, A suicidal procé- 
dure! The spirit to win, natural to 
every born leader of men, may 
still be burning light, but the flesh 
is now weak. Thus his self-pre- 
scribed cure is the surest way for 
the young executive to aggravate 
his disease and add another name, 
unnecessarily early, to the obitu- 
ary columns. 

Besides a heart predisposed by 
athleticism to functional failure, to 
what else ..would I .attribute the 
early mortality of so many execu- 
tives? To both of the following, 
each, also, having an indirect bear- 
ing on the heart; (1) Lack of nu- 
trition, especially at the proper 
times; (2) lack of regularity. 

My paticnts sometimes seem Sur- 
prised when I tell them they're 
undernourished. They confuse nu- 
trition with the intake of food. 
Nutrition means the regular ab- 
sorption by the body of all the ele- 
ments that are consantly réquired 
to keep it in repair. Of these ele- 
ments, because of his higher bod- 
ily development, especially as re- 
gards his nervous system, man re- 
quires a greater variety constantly 
--I repeat, “constantly’-- than any 
other animal. 

BALANCED DIET ESSENTIAL 
The executive who grabs a cup 
of coffee for breakfast, on the run 
for the 7:45, and follows it with 
a lunch of crackers and milk at 
his desk, even if followed by a 
sumptuous dinner at night, is head- 
ed for nutritional trouble. During 
the day his body is not getting 
from such a Partan diet the variety 
of elements required for the con- 
stant repair of the various parts. 
Result? Excessive fatigue at the 
end of the day. The danger to the 
heart from eating one heavy meal 
a day should also be considered. 
busy pumping blood to the stom- 
ach regions. One heavy meal pro- 
vides a peak load which flabby 
heart muscles should not be asked 
to carry. The executive should 
rather eat three meals a day, all 
moderate in size but thoroughly 
well balanced. 

By regularities I mean not only 
those of eating but also of all body 
habits, especially of elimination. I 
wish I could sufficiently emphasize 
tne importance of this. The per- 
sistent practice of some business 
men of not observing this health 
rule {s-a direct cause of cumula- 
ixe toxemia. This causes various 
complications: Nervous headaches, 
nervous tension and, of course, 
hardening of the arterfes, the chief 
source of strain to the heart. 
There are three very important 


excesses the executive should 
avoid: (1) Over-fatigue; (2) over- 
eating; (3) over-exercise. Don't 


confuse over-fatigue with natural 
tiredness from an extra hard days’ 
work. A good night's sleep will 
cure this. The oyer-fatigue I re- 
fer-to is that from might after 
night of prolonged work after the 
office is closed, which leaves you 
next day hardly able to drag your- 
self to your desk. If the job gets 
too big for you, recognize ft in time 
and share the work. Also, don’t 
confuse over-cating with adequate 
nourishment, nor over-exercise with 
moderate physical exertion. After 
40, moderation should be your alm 
in all things. However, you need 
not practice ascetic self-denial. 
The sad thing about the execu- 
tive who Js doomed to die too young 
js that generally there are no out- 
ward warning signs. Looking the 
picture of health, his forced over- 
activity presents to his friends the 
stimulated appearance of a human 
dynamo. He himself, however, 
may have been conscious of dan- 
ger signs, among others: (1) Short- 
ness of breath; (2) persistent, 
fatigue; (3) pain over the heart. 
Of course, these symptoms may 
not be forewarnings of what we 
have called the executive's “occu- 
pational ailment’. But to be re- 
cssured at all times, be examined 
by -your famly, physician at least. 
twice a year, especially with refer- 
ence to the following: (1) Weight; 
(2) pulse; (3) X-ray records of any 
heart enlargement. If the ‘check 
is satisfactory you will have noth- 
ing to worry about, 

, DON’T OVERDO 
However, this will not absolve 
you fro“1 taking--about, twice a 
year--a period of some three weeks* 
relaxation, completely forgetting 
office worrles, Indulge in moder- 
ate exercise only, graclually step- 
ping up, {ts intensity. But don’t

Mayor Lamb, Ald. Ferguson Only Two Members to Press For A Vote 
Ald, Pilts Claims Negative Vote Might Set Plans 

Approve Vote At Coming Elections, 
Should Say Whether Or Not They 
Favoured Plan Yo Install Plant, 


On The Issue. 
Back Years, Refuses To 
Mayor Contends People 


At Saturday night's Statutory 
meeting of Town Council only two 
members went on record as being 
in favor of letting the citizens of 
Lindsay yote at the coming muni- 


¢ipal elections for or against a 
sewage disposal plant for the 
town, They were, Mayor Chas, 


Lamb and Alderman ©. E, Fer- 
guson. 

Seven members were openly op- 
posed to a vote on the issue at this 
time and they were Deputy-Reeve 
MoFadden, Aldermen Hick, Baker, 
Pitts, Manley, Greaves and Oke, 

The other mamber, Reeve Butler, 
claimed that the passing of a by- 
law making it possible to put the 
matter to a vote would be fllegal 
at this meeting on the grounds 
that no notice of motion had been 
served to the effect that the said 
by-law would be introduced. He 
contended that in order to legalize 
the procedure, notice of motion 
would have to be served and a 
special meeting of Council called to 
déal witn the by-law. 

Discussion, which at times be- 
¢ame very heated, commenced fol- 
lowing an announcement by Town 
Clerk Allély that he was in pos- 
session of two by-laws which the 
Town Solicitor had prepared--one 
a by-law whereby the matter could 
be put to a general vote and an- 
other restricting the ballot to those 
qualified to vote on monied by- 
laws. Mr. Allely told Councillors 
that Mr. Fulton in a letter accom- 
panying the by-laws stated he 
could see no reason why the mat-_ 
ter could not be put to a vote of 
the people if the council so desired. 

Mayor Lamb was the first to 
express his feelings in the matter 
and said: “I think we should let 
the public vote on the issue as a 
matter of courtesy and have their 
‘yes or no’ as the case may be.” 

After His Worship had finished 


talking, Dep.-Reeve McFadden, 
took up the issue. He said he was 
sure it was not the wish of 


Council to flount the desires of 
the ratepayers but that until com- 
plete details were ready it would be 
like asking the people for a ‘blank 
check’ ana went on record as op- 
posing a vote on the issue at the 
coming election. 

Ald. Manley said he felt the 
same as Mr, McFadden and added, 
“If we have to build it we're going 
to have to build it.” He then re- 
ferred to Scugog River and term- 
ed it a “disgrace”. 

Ald. Oke stated he agreed with 
Mr. McFadden and Mr. Manley, 
and called attention to a question 
he asked at the last meeting re 
the mandatory order. He said he 
felt that in view of the fact a man- 
datory order to build had been is- 
sued by the Dept. of Health it was 
clear Council had no idea of dic- 
tating to the ratepayers, 

Ald. Greaves said she would like 
to kno why the question needed 
to be raised at this time and Mayor 
Lamb attempted to clarify this 
point, 

He said he had the same idea 
as Ald. Ferguson and would like 
to give the citizens an opportunity 
to say whether or not they were in 
favor of the sewage plant. 

“Hither we have their support or 
we haven't and if we had we would 
feel more like going ahead with it,” 
he continued. “It’s not going to 
coat one bit more and it would be 
nice to do it.” 

After hearing Mayor Lamb's 
views on tho subject, Ald. Greaves 
stated she could see no necessity 
for submitting the matter to the 
electors at this election. 

Ald, Pitts, having protested at 
the last meeting that he had been 
misquoted by two local papers on 
the {ssue, and stressed that he was 
the only one all along who was in 
favor of putting the matter to a 
vote, asked, “Why is this question 
being so prominently discussed at 
this time?” He then charged Ald. 
Ferguson and Mayor Lamb with 
making a political football out of 
the issue. “It's too important a 
matter to put before the clectors 
without their being in a position to 
vote intelligently on the matter,” 
he stated. Adding, “It would be a 
shame to put it to a vote now, at 
a time when people know little 
about it. If it were turned down 
now it might set us back years, We 
should proceed with the ,matter, 
and get definite estimates before 
putting {tf to the people.” At the 
last meeting Ald. Pitts went on re- 
cord as being strongly in favor of 
letting the people vote on this 
issue at the coming elections, as 
did Mayor Lamb and Ald, Fergus- 
on, 

Ald, Baker was the next member 
to be heard and he sald he felt 
the same as some of the previous 
speakers, “If we put the matter 
to a vote and the electors say no 
and the government says yes, 
we're just making fools of oursel- 
ves," he stated. 

Ald, Hick referred to Dr, Barry 


and pointed out that he apparently 
feels Lindsay 1s in need of a sew- 
age plant. He also said he felt 
Information was shy on the matter 
and that costs, etc, should be ob- 
tained before putting the matter 
to the people. 

Reeve Butler at this juncture 
Stated, “If I know anything about 
Counell procedure the passing of a 
by-law at this meeting to permit 
a vote on this issue is illegal. We 
can't put it through without notice 
of motion and anyway I don't 
think we should put the matter to 
the people.” 

Ald. Ferguson then picked up the 
debate saying, “Hngineer Redfern 
told us the cost of the sewage dis- 
posal plant would be about §90,000. 
This should be of a lot of import- 
ance to ratepayers especially since 
we do not know what percentage 
of this could be borne by the gov- 
ernment, I admit we are only ac- 
ceeding tothe wishes of a few who 
say we are flouting public opinion, 
but I am still in favor of putting 
the matter to the people. I move 
that electors be allowed to vote yes 
or no,” . 

Reeve Butler jumped into the 
fray again to demand that the mat= 
ter be handled in a legal manner-- 
by serving notice of motion and 
calling a special meeting.” 
Mayor Lamb retored with, “I 
believe that a little correction is in 
order for Reeve Butler. We are 
not dealing with a monied by-law. 
I don't think a notice of motion is 
necessary on this matter.” 

Reeve Butler whipped back with 
“Did you ever hear of any by-law 
going through in this manner?” 

Ald, Hick: “This motion should 
have been put in writing.” 

Mayor Lamb: “How many do you 
pass without giving notice in writ- 
ing? I believe every citizen has the 
tight to vote. We are@simply ask- 
ing them to vote yes or no. No 
money or estimates are included in 
the by-law.” 

Ald, Eaker: “We wouldn't be 
asking them to vote on anything 
if costs are not included in the 
by-law.” 

‘Mayor Lamb: “What difference 
does it make if the government 
orders you to build?” : 

Reeve Butler: “Let's do it leg- 
ally or we'll have a nice mess.” 

Mayor: “What's your opinion on 
the matter Mr. Olerk?, is it legal 


or illegal?” 

Clerk: “Id rather be excused 
from giving an opinion on that 
point.” 


Deputy-Reeve McFadden: “Let's 
put the motion and take a yote 
now, that'll decide without wasting 
a lot of timo and calling another 
meeting.” 

Ald. Ferguson asked, “I'd like to 
know where you get the idea that 
this issue is being made a political 
football of?” 

Deputy-Reeve McFadden then 
raised the timé-honoured question 
of: “How many complaints were 
received before The Post raised 
Unis issue in the paper?” 

A serieS of undertones was his 
answer and Ald. Ferguson put his 
motion. Since the Mayor, the only 
other member who had indicated 
his desire to have a vote on the 
issue, was in the chair and could 
not second it, the motion was lost

CHAIRMAN OF THE LINDSAY REHABILITATION COMMITTEE 


There is provision under Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board regulations for short-term 
leases of five months or less in which the non- 
eviction regulations do not apply. Accom- 
modation for five months or less would see 
many veterans over the winter period and 
would give them an opportunity to find 
more permanent accommodation. 


There is provision also under which a 
large portion of the money received for rent 
of rooms can be exempt from income tax if 
the revenue is designated as the income of 
the wife or blood relative, Two-thirds of this 
income may be deducted as expense, 


Canada’s veterans need accommodation 
and need it badly in every section of the 
Dominion, They are looking to Canadians 
who can assist them in this emergency.

Director Soviet-American negotiations during the 
Big Three Foreign Ministers Conference assumed new 
importance today following a two-hour talk between 
Generalissimo Stalin and Secretary of State James F.

Their conference in the Kremlin from 5 to 7 P.M. 
Sunday was a sequel to a 90-minute talk between the 
two men late last week. There wasn’t a hint of any sort 
of topics discussed by Stalin and Byrnes, but it was 
known that control of the atomic Lomb has been a dom- 
inant topic at the ministers’ talks during the past 48 
hours. U.S. Charles Bohlen of the State Department 
was the interpreter. ' 

The conference seemed destined to continue 
through Christmas, despite Byrnes’ desire to return to 
the United States before attending the opening session 
of the United Nations Assembly in London, Jan. 10th. 
He has accepted the invitation of Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin to eat Christmas dinner at the British 
Embassy. 

Last night Byrnes and Bevin received a tumultu- 
ous ovation from an audience of more than 2000 Soviet, 
leaders and foreign diplomats when they attended a 
command performance of Sergei Prokofiev’s new ballet 
“Cinderella”. 

Foreign Commisar Viocheslay M. Molotov led the 
applause when the 2 visiting diplomats entered the for- 
mer royal box at the Bolshoi theatre. The audience stood 
at attention with their backs to the stage facing the 
guests while the orchestra played The Star Spangled 
Banner, God Save The King, and the Soviet Anthem.

GREETINGS AT CHRISTMAS 

In a few days now we in Lindsay and the surround- 
ing district, like millions more people throughout the 
world, will be observing Christmas 1945.

ENGINEERS SOLVE CAR PARK 
PROBLEMS 

British engineering brains have solved the problem 
of car parking in congested city areas with an inven- 
tion which permits massed, mechanized parking. 

Building, Engineering and Mechanics Ltd., in colla- 
boration with three noted United Kingdom engineering 
firms, have completed developments of the Baldwin- 
Auger System which provides for the parking of cars 
end to end and side by side in the mass, The motorist 
simply drives into the park, takes his car direct to an 
ever open space at the end of a twin track bay, applies 
the handbrake and leaves it. When he returns he hands 
his ticket to the attendant who dials the number re- 
quired. The car is then automatically brought to the 
drive off position without any other vehicle in the park 
being toucher, even though the park is packed to capa- 
city. Behind this very simple sequence, requiring only 
one attendant for every hundred vehicles, is a system of 
gears and moyable floor sections that together form an 
integral part of the floor. The cars are moved by this 
system of “auto-actuated floorspace” through the 
length of the bays, and are traversed sideways at the 
ends. When acar is wanted its movements can be 
clockwise or anti-clockwise through the bay. The Lon- 
don Daily Herald states that this method of parking 
means that seventy-nine percent of the floor space may 
now accommodate cars as against about thirty-nine 
percent in a non-mechanized park. Equally important, 
every car can be manoeuvred at will. 

Other advantages are: the absence of fumes (the 
car engine is running only when entering and leaving 
the main gangway), an economy in attendants, illum- 
ination and ventilation (operating costs are claimed to 
be one-third of that of the non-mechanizezd system), 
the impossibility of damage being done to a car through 
bumping, or of any grease or dirt being left by the at- 
tendants. The system can also provide a wide network 
of economical underground car parks beneath any city 
square or park, low operating costs permitting fees of 
only a few pence per hour.

EVER BEFORE 
British health statistics for the year ende 

1945 presented to Parliament on ees ae 
progressive improvement. In many respects the United 
Kingdom is healthier ow than ever before in war or 
peace. Despite the continuation of war time living 
conditions and their cumulative effects over six years. 
public health has improved greatly during the year. The 
infant Mortality rate-considered by experts to be the 
surest indication of a nation’s health--dropped to forty- 
six per thousand live births. Maternal mortality fell 
to 1.95 per thousand births. These figures, like those 
for the deaths of infants under one month ‘old and of 
children between one and five, are the lowest ever re- 
corded in England and Wales in war or peace. The

Veiled In Mystery, Stalin at 66 Stands. 


Supreme as World S

NEW YORK, Dec. 20--Generalis- 
simo Josef Stalin, who reaches his 
is 
beyond scompare the most powerful 
human being in the world of living 
No other individual tn our 
epoch, not even Adolf Hitler, has 
been so extravagantly glorified in 


sixty-sixth birthday on Dec, 21 


men. 


his own lifetime, 


His birthday finds Stalin wrap- 
ped in a black cloud of mystery 
streaked with purple rumors about 
his health and his political inten- 
tions. But nothing can any longer 
destroy his right to a place among 


leaders and conquerors like Gen- 


ghis Khan, Peter the Great and 
Napoleon Bonaparte in the annals 


of mankind. 

Absolute dictator of the immense 
Soviet Union with its population of 
nearly 200,000,000, he also domin- 
ates half of Europe through Red 
armies of occupation and Moscow- 
made governments in an array of 
small countries. 

With the defeat of Japan, Rus- 
sian might--and that means the 
might of Stalin--overshadows all 
of Asia His policies and purposes 
are the most decisive factors in 
shaping the postwar world gener- 
ally. It is not too much to say 
that the fate of the human race 
in the atomic age is in largest mea- 
sure in his hands, 

Moreover, as the omnipotent 
leader of world Communism, Stalin 
exercises @ vast influence in virtu- 
ally every nation on earth. In 
non -Soviet lands, his word is law 
to millions of fanatic Communists 
whose fitst loyalty is to Russia 
rather than to their own countries. 
“Considering that he was born in 
a-cobbler's hovel as a member of 
one of the small, persecuted min- 
ority races in the empire of the 
Tsars, his rise to supreme power 
and world leaderships adds up to 


a “success story” with few parel- 
lels in ali history. 

Josef Vissarionoyich Djugashyvilli, 
which is his real name, was born 
in the slummy hamlet of Gorl, near 
Tiflis in the Russian Caucasus, on 
December 21, 1879. Desperately 
poor, his uneven features. pitted by 
a long bout with smallpox, his left 
arm slightly warped, he had an un- 
happy youth. It seared him with 
a bitterness and an abnormal sus- 
piciousness which have left deep 
marks on the events of our time. 
DRAWN INTO UNDERGROUND 

Until he was nearly 19, the fu- 
ture Stalin studied in a Greek 
Orthodox seminary in Tiflis in 
preparation for the priesthood. 
While <till in the seminary he was 
drawn into the underground moye- 
ments of Georgian nationalists and 
Marxian socialists, From the first 
he sided with the more extreme 
elements. Expelled from school be- 
fore graduation, he turned into a 
professional revolutionist, working 
with the Bolshevik faction within 
the Social! Democratic Party of 
Russia. 


After he achieved the pinnacle 
of dictatorship, his biography was 
thoroughly “revised” to magnify 
his role before, during and after 
the revolution, Where necessary, re- 
cords were falsified or destroyed to 
support the revamped story, The 
truth, however, is that his role was 
relatively unimportant before the 
revolution and that he was un- 
known even to many of the under- 
ground leaders in his own Cauca- 
sus. In the police archives of the 
period he appears as a minor 
figure. 

Like most other revolutionaries, 
he sported many pseudonyms, 
chiefly to confound the police. 
“Stalin”, which he seems to have 
used first about 1912, was one of 
these. The widespread ftdea that

Lenin, in recognition of his stecl- 
like character, is pure fable. It 
was simply the fashion then to 
adopt “tough” nicknames with a 
proletarian flavor. In his early 
thirties, Djugashvilli called himself 
Stalin, derived from the Russian 
word for steel, for the same reason 
that another became Molotoy, from 
the word for hammer, and a third 
Kameney, from the word for stone.

He took the step, 
touching off a new World War, 
despite the fact that the Nazis had 
been pictured to Russia for years 
as the great menace, When Hitler 
violated the pact, invading the 
Soviet Union in June, 1941, Stalin 
emerged as a great war leader who, 
after fwo years of continuous dis- 
asters, ultimately turned the tide 
and drove out the invaders. 


It was under the pressure of 
war that Stalin first assumed gov- 
ernment titles, becoming Premier. 
Until then he had ruled simply | 
through his position as secretary- 
general cf the Communist Party. 
With the war ended, he is likely | 
to relinquish some of his official 
posts and return to the behind- 
the-scenes role as Party boss. His 
official position, however, ds of no 
real importance. His word remains

iS INSTRUCTED 
LAW CO 


Commenting on Attorney Gen- 
eral Leslie Blackwellis order to 
clamp down on lotteries, Crown At- 
torney Anderson, of Lindsay, sta- 
ted this morning he had received 
this instructions from Mr. Black- 
well calling for the full enforce- 
ment in this district of the law 
covering lotteries, 


Mr. Anderson in turn has sub- 
mitted a copy of the Attorney 
General's Press release which reads 
es follows: 


‘The Department of the Attorney- 
General (Ontario) has reached 
the conclusion that illegal lotteries, 
raffles and bingos (other than oc- 
casional bingos for religious or 
charitable purposes) have reached 
such proportions that it has become 
necessary for the Department to 
intervene in the enforcement of the 
provisions of the Criminal Code re- 
lating to these practices. 


The provisions of the Criminal 
Coie with the exceptions hereinaf- 
ter mentioned prohibit the disposi- 
tion of property, goods, wares and 
merchandise by lotteries and raffles 


alty in relation to conducting or 
managing a lottery scheme or ad- 
vertising or publishing the same is 
two years imprisonment and a fine 
not exceeding $2,000. It is also an 
individual offence punishable by a 
fine of $20 for anyone to buy, take 
or receive a lottery ticket. The ex- 
ceptions mentioned above are that 
items of goods, wares and mer- 
chandise may be raffled for charit- 
able or religious purposes where the 
consent of the municipality 4s first 
obtained, the items raffled do not 
exceed in value §60.00 and are first 
offered for sale, and that occas- 
jonal blngos may be held by chari- 
table and religious organizations if 
the proceeds are to be used for the 
benefit of a charitable or religious 
object. 


At the time wheh the recent war 
commenced lotterles, raffles and 
bingos, which at one time were a 
flourishing racket in the Province 
of Ontario, had been brought under 
contro] by the law enforcement ag- 
encies. These schemes, however, 
were revived for war charity pur- 
poses during the late war and were 
mostly conducted by organizations 
registered under the War Oharitics 
Act (Dominion), Although permits 
issued under the War Charities Act 
to conduct a war charity do not 
specificially authorize organizations 
to carry on lotteries, raffles or bin- 
gos contrary to the provisions of Lhe 
Crimina] Code, the advertisement of 
these schemes by organizations

the public the impression that 
these activities are mot illegal or 
harmful. 


The practice pf conducting lotter- 
ies, raffles and bingos has proved 
to be @ comparatively easy method 
of raising money with the result 
that these practices have assumed 
immense proportions, Lotteries are 
no longer confineq to one munici- 
pality but have become in many in- 
stances province-wide and even na- 
tlon-wide. 


With the ending of the war it has 
now become apparent that unless 
checked, the conduct of lotteries, 
raffles and bingos wil] fall again in- 
to the hands of the professional 
promoter and will again degener- 
ate into a racket. Funds so ralsed 
from the public will line the pockels 
of the promoter with relatively 
small benefit to the organizations 
which allows {ts name to be used 
for such a scheme. 


Ordinarily, law enforcement with 
regard to these practices is left to 
the local authorities. Any official, 
policeman or member of the public 
{s in a position to deal with the of- 
fences in question by the laying of 
an information, During the war the 
popularity of such schemes gained 
such public support that it became 
extremely difficult to enforce the 
law against the obyious acceptance 
by charitable and reiigious organi- 
zations and by the public of these 
methods of raising money in war- 
time. The result today is that such 
schemes have reached such propor- 
\ions and there js such danger of 
the public being victimized by the 
racketeer type of lottery promoter 
that action must be taken, In view 
of the province-wide and even na- 
tlon-wide nature of some of the 
schemes jn question the Department 
of‘the Attormey-General (Ontario) 
is communicating with all local law 
enforcement agencies in the pro- 
vince with a view to haying the nec- 
essary action taken by these auth- 
orities. Also local crown attorneys 
who represent the Department 
throughout the Proyince are being 
advised to cause necessary action 
to be taken jn the matter of lotter- 
fes, raffles and bingos engaged In 
contrary to the provisions of the 
Criminal Code.

DAIRY CATTLE FORM CANADA) are excited by foreign mabslenoes rcatagracetully, 
gaining entrance to a norm: es) | ecitatlons perfectly. 


Believed to be the largest single 
shipment of Canadian dairy cattle 
ever sold to Mexico, 22 carloads 
containing 314 head have crossed 
the Canadian border on their jour- 
ney south, the Departments of 
Trade and Commerce and Agricul- 
ture hay2 announced jointly. 

The shipment is made up of 35 
pure-bred Holsteins from Prince 
Edward Island, 16 purebred Guern- 
seys and 16 pure-bred Jerseys from 
Nova Scotia, 16 pure-bred Ayr- 
shires from Madawaska County, 
New Brunswick, 195 grade Holstein 
in-calf heifers and 36 open heifers 
from all parts of the Maritime 
Provinces. 

The cattle were bought direct 
from 172 Maritime farmers, after 
being selected by Dominion and 
Provincial agricultural officials and 
private buyers under the direction 
of W. D. Davies, assistant live 
stock chief, Dominion Department 
of Agriculture. The cattle were 
assembled and shipped by Maritime 
Co-operative Services, Ltd., Monc- 
ton, N.B. 

WHEN TURKEYS LAY 

It is believed by some breeders 
that turkeys hens will commence 
to lay earlier in the Spring if they 
are housed in warmer buildings 
during the extremely severe wea- 
ther, and especially from February 
ist. onwards. At no time should 
turkeys be housed with chickens 
because chickens are carriers of 
blackhead disease although the 
chickens themselves are seldom af- 
fected by it. 

LEAF TOBACCO CROP 

The commercial production of all 
leaf tobacco in Canada for 1945 is 
estimated et 97,314,850 pounds from 
an area of 93,697 acres, which is 
an average yield of 1,039 pounds 
per acre. In 1944, 105,415,500 
pounds were produced from 88,495 
acres. Production for 1945 is 7.7 
per cent less than in 1944. The 
total flue-cured produced in 1945 
is estimated at 79,046,250 pounds; 
burley, 15,522,100 pounds, and total 

pipe tobaccos at 2,746,500 pounds. 
GRADES OF SEED 

With the exception of field roots 
and vegetables which may or may 
not be graded all kinds and classes. 
of seed scold in Canada must be 
sold on the graded basis. 

Discriminating buyers ask for 
the top grades, such as Registered 
Number One, Certified Number 
ne, and Number One seed. It 
pays to buy seed by grade as it is 
gradec for germination, freedom 
from weed seeds and freedom from 
seeds of other cultivated plants 
and inert matter. 

Anyone wanting to know the 
standards established for . each 
grade may obtain a copy from the 
District Office of the Plants Pro- 
ducts Division, Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, at: Sackville, 
NB., Montreal, Ottawa, Toronto, 
Winnipeg. Saskatoon, Calgary or 
Vancouver. 

PENICILLIN FROM FARMS 

Canadinn farmers will soon be 
playing an important pars in the 
control of such diseases as typhoid 
and dysentry. Milk sugar extract- 
ed from whey and fed to-the peni- 
eillin moult from which penicillin 
is refined, will be used to produce 
the new wonder drug, streptomy- 
cin, the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture has announced. 

Canadian drug manufacturers 
are understood to be planning full 
scale preduction of streptomycin 
in the near future. This drug ts 
outstandingly effective against di- 
seases caused by gram negative 
bacteria, comparatively few of 
which are suppressed by penicillin, 

Production of both drugs in Ca- 
mada has been made possible by 
the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture’s organizing the collection 
of whey from cheese factories “in 
parts of Eastern Ontario and Wes-

There must be, at all times, 
huge tonnages of steel in the main 
plants, in sub-contractors’ factor- 
jes, en route and in the steel mills, 
flowing on predetermined sche- 
dules, to keep the production lines 
moving. 


The same fs true of most of the 
other consumer items for which 
the public has waited so long. 
Each mechanical refrigerator calls 
for 225 pounds of steel from the 
mills, each washing machine for 
130 pounds, each gas or electric 
range for 200 pounds. 


Makers of household refrigera- 
tors have not been receiving 
enough steel, even without a 
strike, to maintain capacity pro- 
duction. Stockpiles are virtually 
non-existent in other consumer- 
production plants. Many manu- 
facturers have been driven to in- 
termittent activity for lack of steel. 
For a week or two after a ship- 
ment arrives, they work full blast; 
they, as the supply gets low, and 
they can't be sure how soon an- 
other shipment will come, they 
curtail operations. 


BEHIND SCHEDULE 

This shortage is one big reason 
why almost every type of con- 
sumer goods production is behind 
schedule--why it is easy enough to 
find show model refrigerators, 
stoves, washers and the like in 
store windows and showrooms, but 
almost impossible to get the pro- 
mise of delivery at any given 
time. 


So great is tle demand for steel 
with which to satisfy pent-up 
buying demand, that the mills are 
booked almost to capacity for the 
next six months, and are scrutin- 
izing orders carefully to eliminate 
any duplication and to get the best 
possible distribution of their ma- 
terial. 


Rolling mill capacity for making 
cold rolled sheets and hot rolled 
bars is said to be booked for more 
than six months. Cold rolled sheets 
are used for automobile bodies. Hot: 
rolled bars are used for automo- 
biles, railroad rolling stock, and a

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Go Back To 


Legends dealing with the origin 
of the use of the Christmas tree 
go as far back as the tenth cen- 
tury when George Jacob, the Ara- 
bian geographer, declared all of 
the trees in the forest blossomed 
and bore fruit the night of our 
Lord's Nativity. 


It is believed that Jacob's story 
might have led to the later cus- 
tom of hanging apples and fruits 
on the evergreen tree, and, as is 
the habit in certain parts of Bu- 
rope, of using a blossoming cherry 
sapling in the home as a Christmas 
tree. 


One August Imgart inroduced 
the Christmas trea to America 100 
years ago in Wooster, Ohio, and in 
so doing, preserved the tradition 
that had been handed down in 
Germany. In 1851, Rev, Henry: Cc. 
Schwan, pastor of Zion Lutheran 
Church, in Cleveland, Ohio, put up 
the first Christmas tree in a 
church, for which he and his par- 
ishioners were severely denounced 
by other congregations. 


One of the most beautiful le- 
gends concerning the Christmas 
tree is the ancient tale dealing 
with the forester and his house- 
hold ,who had just gathered around 
the fireside on Christmas Eye when 
they heard a timid knock on the 
door. 


Christmas Tree Legends 


10th Century 


The forester opened the door to 
behold a ttle child shivering on 
the steps. Touched by the child's 
cold and apparent exhaustion, the 
forester took him in, and he was 
wecomed by the whole family and 
warmed and fed, Later, the for- 
ester's son Hans gaye up his bed 
to the little child. 


In the morning, the family was 
awakened by the singing of a cholr 
of angels, and looking at thelr 
little guest saw him standing trans- 
figured in their midst. They re- 
cognized him as the Christ Child. 
As the Lord Jesus bade the family 
farewell, He broke off a branch 
from a fir tree, set it in the earth, 
and sald, “Behold, I have gladly 
recelyed your kind gifts, and this 
is my gift to you. Henceforth, this 
tree shali always bear its fruits at 
Christmas time and you shall al- 
ways have abundance.” 

The first community Christmas 

tree was set up in Paris, France, 
in 1840, but was not popularly 
accepted throughout the world 
until the advent of electricity, 
when the Ughting could be stabi- 
lized and proper effect given to 
its display. 
Albert of Saxe-Cobourg-Gotha, 
who came to England in 1840 to 
wed the young Victoria, is credit- 
ed with bringing the Christmas 
tree to the British Isles.

BERLIN, Dec. 21: Six months 


after having suffered the most 


crushing cefeat in modern history, 
the German people are no closer 
to a realization of what the war 
was about than they were at the 
peak of their success in 1941. 

The average German is begin- 
ning to learn the price of defeat-- 
cold, hunger and homelessness. He 
will learn much more this winter. 
But ex for having a feeling of re- 
sponsibility for what he ts begin- 
ning to suffer or any guilt in oon- 
nection with the war--he just 
hasn't any. 

Our denazification policy is not 
to blame. By definition, it involves

X-RAY OF CHEST FOR 
EVERYBODY 

In examining recruits in World 
War I not much attention was 
given to the chest of a stout heal- 
thy individual; it was usually only 
in the underweights that the chest 
was examined thoroughly by ste- 
thoscope and examination of sput- 
um. The X-Ray was not in gen- 
eral use ut this time for this’ pur- 
pose as a 14 x 17 plate of window 
glass was necessary. This meant 
that where the examining physi- 
cian was jn doubt about a case a 
chest specialist, sometimes present 
jon the examining staff, was con- 
sulted. The result of this method 
of examination was that a number 
of men developed tuberculosis 
while on active duty, some died 
and some required lengthy treat- 
ment and were quite properly 
awarded a pension. 

In World War IT not only were 
cases of tuberculosis prevented 
from joining the Armed Forces but 
they were sent to a sanitorium for 
treatment, the great majority ob- 
taining a “cure” and returning to 
civiltan life, And the main reason 
that practically all cases of tuber- 
culosis were discovered was by the 
use of the X-Ray. , 

Dr. J. H. Holbrook, Medical 
Superintendent, Mountain Sanitar- 
{um, Hamilton, Canada, in an ad 
dress given at the annual meeting 
of the Ontario Medical Association 
stated that undoubtedly the great- 
est factor {n the improvement in 
preventing patients with tubercu- 
losis from entering the Armed 
Forces was the X-Ray examination 
of every recruit. By this method 
it {s possible to detect tuberculosis 
of the lungs in a great number of 
cases where detection by the me- 
thod used in World War I was 
quite impossible. “As this mass 
demonstration of the value of the 
X-Ray film in detection of tuber- 
culosis has proven so valuable for 
the soldier, tt was natural, there- 
| fore, that {t should be used on a 
similar scale in the campaign for 
early diagnosis in the civilian popu- 
lation with the result that already 
we have X-Ray surveys on 8 vast 
scale {n many communities, war 
industries or other industrial 
plants. and in some cases entire 


| communities.” The slogan is “X- 
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Ray of the entire population in the 


next five years.” 

‘The main point is that an X-Ray 
of the chest can locate a spot of 
tuberculosis so small that {t can- 
not be detected by physical signs. 


BEHAVIOR PROBLEMS IN 
CHILDREN 

As parents and teachers, we may 
wonder just why some children be- 
have the way they do--cross, sulky, 
impudent, bold, shy, steal, lie and 
do other acts of misbehavior. As 
it might be well to give this mat- 
ter some thought I am mentioning 
again some of the information 
given by. Dr. Wm, A, Hawke In his 
leaflet Behavior Problems In 
Children. 


What is the cause of odd be- 
havior in children? 

Odd behavior or bad behavior 
occurs because the child does not 
fit into his surroundings. This 
means that the trouble is in the 
child itself or in the surroundings 
or in both. 

I. Child 


(a) Intelligence--may be dull or 
retarded. 

(b) Physical health--may suffer 
from focal infection (teeth, ton- 
sils), chronic or deforming illness. 

(c) Emotional control--may be 
timid, aggressive or jealous child. 
Tl Environment or Surroundings 

(a) Home--parents may be over- 
protective, neglectful or cruel; child 
may be an only child; alcoholism, 
desertion. 

(b) Neighborhood -- lack of re- 
creation, no playgrounds, undesir- 
able companions. 

(c) School--difficulty with gen- 
eral work or special subjects; poor 
adjustment to other children. 

As we study the cause of bad 
behavior we can grasp something 
of the treatment that should be 
used in helping the child to help 
himself. Dr, Hawke suggests that 
both ths parents and the child 
should be interviewed so as to get 
both sides of the story. The par- 
ents should be asked about the 


emotional control, his health ha- 
bits as to sleep, food and outdoor 
play. The child should be inter- 
viewed giving his impression about 
home, school and neighborhood, 
and his standing in class, 

A physical examination shoultl 
be made including examination for 
infection’ of teeth, tonsils, gums, 
sinuses, eye and ear defects. 

A report from the school should 
be obtained. 


After obtaining this information 
the physician, the principal or the 
yocational officer should go about 
correcting the defects in the child, 
parents, school and general sur- 
roundings, such as removal of in- 
fection, encouragement of play in 
timid children, arrangement for 
recreation, extra help where need- 
ed in school subjects, and other 
methods that help the child to be- 
come interested in himself seeing 
that others are also interested’ and 
trying to help him.

At first 59 per 
ent of the cost was given, and this 
was later raised to 100 per ‘cent. 
Over £1,200,000 ($4,800,000) had 
been spent by the Government 
in this manner by May 1943, not

All tire rationing restrictions in Canada, will be 
lifted as of Jan. First, it was announced at Ottawa to- 
day by Munitions Minister C. D, Howe. 

Empasizing that the lifting of tire rationing does 
not mean that present stocks ave such that all demands 
can be met immediately. The Minister said that ‘Pro- 
duction is picking up steadily and if the tire buying 
public will continue to cooperate during the stages by 
ordering tires only when really needed, I am confident 
that normal conditions will rapidly be restored.” Price 
controls on new and used tires, tubes and retreading 
services remain in force under the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board, he added. 

The Big Three Foreign Ministers held their last 
formal meeting of the 11-day atomic bomb and peace 
treaty conference today to ratify the draft of a final 
communique covering all the issues on which they have 
reached agreement. The three principals and their 
delegations went into conference at 2,30 p.m, to wind 
up their business and initial the communique on which 
a drafting committee had worked all day yesterday and 
again this morning.

CLAIMS SKILLED FIREFIGHTERS 
NEED OF RURAL COMMUNITIES 


(By E.J.K.) 


Each year fires destroy a great 
deal of property, and take several 
lives, Fires in large cities, where 
highly-trained men and modern 
equipment combat it, is serious 
enough--but--fires in small com- 
munities like Bobcaygeon, Fenelon 
Falis, Minden and Kinmount al- 
most amomint to a catastrophe. 

Fortunately fires in these smal- 
ler communities aren't very fre- 
quent, bul when there Is a fire, the 
damage in a great many cases is 
largely out of proportion to the 
size of the fire at the beginning. 
This has always been a controver- 
sial subject and a lot has been 
said, but little done. 

In reading this article, {t should 
be remembered that there is no 
intention of levelling censure at 
those who yolunteer to fight these 
fires, far from it, These every-day 
people who. forget everything to 
help a neighbor out in his hour of 
need are tu be commended In eyery 
way possible, What is deplored ts 
the m in many small com- 
rounitles, where citizens look up on 
fire-fighting as something they 
don't hsve to worry about until 
the time comes and then every- 
thing will take care of itself. That 
has heen proven to be the wrong 
attliude. Fighting a fire is a high- 
ly specialized business and should 
be treated as such,
